time. What your omversion 
featime means Is that if you 
want at this time to get 
common shares for your de¬ 
benture, the $1,000 face value 
of the debenture will be 
divided by $36.36 and you 
would get the quotient, 27*, a 
in common shares for your 
debenture. This would not 
be a good deal at this time

Q. — My broker says that 
one of the reasons I can be 
more secure doing business 
with his firm is that his 
firm only does an “agency” 
business and therefore they 
are not likely to get in a 
financial bind. Can you ex¬ 
plain what he means by that 
and how it is any protection 
to me? 

. A. — I believe that your 
broker means that his firm 
always acts only as an agent 
in buying or selling securi¬ 
ties for his customers and 
never takes a position in 
securities itself. That is, it 
never buys securities for its 
own account and thus never 
subjects itself to the risk of 
having securities in is in¬ 
ventory and running the 
danger of tl>eir price de¬ 
clining. By reducing its risk 
in this way, the firm does 
eliminate one area of risk 
and to that extent could be 
a safer firm to do business 
with. A number of broker¬ 
age firms did get into prob¬ 
lems as the stock market de¬ 
cline deepened In ‘72 and ’73 
because of their inventories i 


of stock whose prices had 
declined shaurply. However, 
in the market that has pre¬ 
vailed since early ’75 that 
has become mudi less of a 
problem. 

Q. — In an article I read 
recently a com p a n y in 
which I hold stock was des¬ 
cribed as a “closely held” 
company. Would you explain 
that and is it good or bad? 

A. — A "closely held” 
company is one where a sub¬ 
stantial pert of the stock 
is held by a relatively small 
group of people, usually 
members of one family. ’This 
means that the percentage 
of the company’s stock that 
is in the hands of the gen¬ 
eral pubUc is less than 
normal. It likely means that 
actual control of the com¬ 
pany remains in the family 
or small group. 

Whether this is good or 
bad for the general share¬ 
holders depends on the at¬ 
titude and ability of the 
controlling group. Since they 
are large shareholders they 
certainly have an incentive 
to have the company do 
well. 'There can be a ten¬ 
dency, however, to make 
decisions as to what is best 
for the “closely held” group 
rather than all shareholders. 
Fpr instance, some such cob- 
panles have been knewn to 
not pay dividends, because 
dividends to the inside group 
would be taxed at a very 
high rate. While this de¬ 
prives other shareholders of 
that cash income, if the 
company uses the retained 
earnings wisely, all share¬ 
holders should benefit even¬ 
tually from higher stock 
prices.

Ing the fringe benefits our 
teachers enjoy: they and 
their families are provided 
with Insurance cove ring 
health, dental and vision 
Optional programs include 
life insTjrance, income pro¬ 
tection, and tax sheltered 
annuities. The District also 
pays for one-half of retire¬ 
ment costs and provides 
workers’ compensation in¬ 
surance for all employees. 

One wcuders how many 
members of our community 
enjoy such benefits and at 
the same time can claim a 
21 per cent salary increase 
in just four years. Neverthe¬ 
less, District official do net 
begrudge our staff salary 
and fringe benefit increases. 
As far as we know, the 
Pasadena Unified Scho o 1 
District is the only school 
district in the country under 
court mandated forced bus¬ 
ing where the achievement 
test scores are going up 
rather than diminishing, and 
where student enrollment is 
increasing rather than drop¬ 
ping off. This indicates that 
our staff is doing a magni¬ 
ficent job with the product 
of this District — our chil¬ 
dren. Our emplcyees deserve 
the gratitude of all of us 
for the hard work and dedi¬ 
cation they have extended to 
their prcfe.ssion. As a matter 
of fact, the Board was pre¬ 
pared to grant a substantial¬ 
ly higher pay increase, but 
the teachers unions brought 
suit to force the District to 
rchire a large number of 
part time teachers the Dis¬ 
trict did not need, forcing it 
to absorb arciund a million 
and a half dO'llars. 

The mst recent authorita¬ 
tive studies by Coleman, 
the Rand Corporation and 
other demonstrate that the 
size of district bureaucra¬ 
cies, educational gimmicks 
and class size have no mea¬ 
surable effect on the quality 
of education received by t'ne 
student. The indication is 
that, as always, whether or 
not our children receive a 
quality education is largely 
the result of the quality, di¬ 
rection, responsibility, and 
the dedication of the indivi¬ 
dual teacher. Here the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School District 
shines. 

Therefore, over the past 
tiiree years, district expendi¬ 
tures for central adminisra- 
tors and other administra¬ 
tors, who do not directly 
bear on instruction, have 
been trimmed. Some ineffi¬ 
cient programs have been 
cut, and lines of authority 
have been tightened. There 
has been a slight increase in 
class size, although that in¬ 
crease is still within State 
guidelines. As efficient pro¬ 
gram of fiscal planning and 
a.uditing has been estab¬ 
lished. 

It should not bo supposed, 
however, that the education 
o f our children has been 


hampered in any way by the 
recent economy measures. 
Student achievement scores 
have risen ratlier dramati¬ 
cally for the past two years 
and will be up again sub¬ 
stantially this year. We ex¬ 
pect this trertd to continue. 
Last year, we spent $16.31 
per student. In Los Angeles 
County, only Beverly Hills 
spent more money per stu¬ 
dent. This year we have 
budgeted $1724 per student, 
a $90 Increase. 

So that our children may 
attend schools that are 
structurally safe and plea¬ 
sant in appearance, the Dis¬ 
trict wall also spend $1,857,- 
419 on major maintenance 
and modernization this year. 
This is a continuing pro¬ 
gram that began in 1973, 
and hopefully will continue 
into the future. 

Every day, the School Dis¬ 
trict administers approx i - 
mately 8,000 free lunches to 
needy students. This repre¬ 
sents almost half of the 
total meals sewed hy the. 
Distriet. The District has 
discontinued the program of 
serving free breakfasts. Last 
year a little over 3,000 
breakfasts were served each 
morning The Board b e - 
lieves that, as much as pos¬ 
sible, children aught to ho 
in the home environment for 


their meals. The Board re¬ 
jects the growing institu¬ 
tionalization in the raising 
of our children, negating the 
responsibility of pare n t s, 
and educating by example 
that institutions will pro¬ 
vide for our needs. Break¬ 
fast is the least expensive 
meal of the day and a 
nourishing breakfast can be 
obtained through cereal and 
milk. Most children of af¬ 
fluent families enjoy thi.s 
kind cf break! a s t. The 
Board believes that, under 
the current level of welfare 
programs, food stamp pro¬ 
grams, and other aid pro¬ 
grams, almost all families 
can give their cliild r c n 
breakfast. .Significantly, the 
California State Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools recently is¬ 
sued an indictment of free 
food programs carried out 
by community agencies thi.s 
summer throughout the 
slate, citing among other 
criticisms, the waste that ap¬ 
parently characterizes such 
programs. 

In summary, the Pasadena 
Unified School District can 
report to the community 
that the basic educational 
and safety needs of our 
children are being met and 
constantly improved upon, 
while at the same time fis- 
sponsibility is being main¬ 
tained at a high level.

Pot Primer for Parents. 


Know enough basle facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. Yon read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their "facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume be does "turn on” as 
tp assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
•ure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
•hows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
ont of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“beads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
oix tbs mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drog daring the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger t6 try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drln^g and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that yowr body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes depenttent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” Tb 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risknobodjy 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about
